S the historv of the recent car-drivers’ and car-conductors’ strike in 
New York. It teaches, in a plain and comprehensible manner, an 
interesting lesson. It is, in fact, a compendium of information, from 
which the citizen who walks to his business when the horse-car souls are 
“tied up” may learn a valuable lesson, Let us state the facts. On lues- 
day morning, January 29th, almost all of the car-drivers and car-con- 
ductors of New York refused to perform their duties, and prepared to 
assault any other men who might offer themselves to undertake the per- 
formance of those duties. ‘This refusal to work was a serious matter. 
{t interfered with the business of the whole city. It was the cause of 
delays, postponements and defections involving a loss in money none the 
less great that it can not readily be computed. It disturbed the order, 
peace and comfort of the whole town, It made weak women walk where 
they should have ridden; and it bore heavily upon the sick. and the 
crippled. , It was a wrong to the whole public that called, atzthe least, 
for an adequate excuse.

One 
man, not a workingman, burt an ex-convict, a characterless adventurer, 
was able to persuade these five or s.x thousand men to take this most 
serious step, to the discomfort and absolute injury of thousands of their 
fellow citizens. And on what grounds? Because they were overworked? 
Because they were underpaid? Not at all. Some of the men had reason, 
or thought they had reason, to complain on these scores; but these were 
not made the causes of complaint. These thousands of men stopped their 
work and took to illegal violence solely and entirely to establish the rule 
that their employers should deal with them through this same ex-convict 
and characterless adventurer. That was the one solitary idea of the strike. 
This rascal represented — was, in fact —the Executive Board. of the 
Knights of Labor which assumed to own all these employees of the various 
car-companies of the City of New York. ‘The strike was begun that he 
might be ‘‘ recognized.”

It failed, of course. ‘The fellow who began it probably knew that it 
would fail. Fail or succeed, it meant money to him. He comes out of 
the fight with a whole skin, and a pocket filled with whatever he has 
been able to get of the savings of the poor wretches who have permitted 
him to ‘‘manage” the strike. ‘They are owt a week’s pay: he is 7v a 
week’s pay such as he never earned in his life at any honest job, And he 
can go from here to Philadelphia or to Boston, or to Cincinnati or to 
Chicago, and do the same thing — stir up honest workingmen to idleness 
and violence, make them pay him for his time and trouble, and walk 
off to leave them to fight starvation.as best they may. All the work his 
trade requires is done by his under-jaw.

Well, what is the lesson of the whole business? The strike failed 
because the most of the companies concerned were willing to fight for 
their rights. When their employees were not willing to work for them, 
they found other employees. When the strikers organized themselves 
into a band of rioters, attacked the property of their late employers, and 
tried to maim or kill the men who had taken their places, the police 
stepped in and insisted on the strict observance of the law. And, the law 
being observed, there was no difficulty in finding men to take the places 
of those who had struck. The strikers and rioters called these men 
““scabs.”” ‘hey were men who were trying to earn money to support 
themselves and their families. They found employment where other men 
threw up their jobs. 

* . * 

And in this fact we may find the lesson of the strike — and the lesson 
of many other strikes like unto it. On the face of it, it is evident that 
these men struck for a reason which seemed entirely insufficient to other 
men, similarly placed. Only by ‘violence could they have .attained their 
end. ‘They would have attained it, had their violence been unresisted. 
It was resisted wholly in the maintenance of the system of law and order 
on which the whole community relies for its daily and hourly protection.

In plain English, it is not possible to make work pay more than work 
earns. So long as there are more men ready to take a given job than the 
job cails for, so long will the pay for that job be low. So long as men 
prefer employment as unskilled laborers to employment as skil! 2d laborers, 
so long will there be enough of the unemployed to control the labor 
market against the employed. So long as the majority confines itself to 
doing such work as may be done by any healthy man with an ounce of 
brains in his skull, so long will a minority be able to fix prices for the 
majority. And so long as men are willing to tie themselves down for life 
to one particular form of employment, giving up all possibilities of change 
or improvement, so long will they be the prey of any clever scamp who 
chooses to assert his authority over them, knowing that they have yielded 
up their own independence.
